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Increased Until There Is Safe 
Chance for Profits.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Relief 
needs in the United States have 
reached proportions never before 
known in any nation, the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. says 
in its monthly survey of business, 
pointing again to the failure of 
private industry to create employ- 
ment and the need for Govern- 
ment projects. 

In several recent statements. the 
A. F. of L. has stressed the mount- 
ing burden of unemployment and 
relief, and the necessity for large- 
scale Government spending if this 
burden is to be lightened, 

“Clearly we cannot. count on pri- 
vate industry to find productive 
work for the unemployed in the 
near future,” says the report is- 
sued today, calling attention to the 
fact that employment levels for 
this fall have been lower’. than 
those for the corresponding period 
in 1933. “The prospect for next 
spring,” the report adds, “is hardly 
better.” 

Two Estimates of Jobless. 

Harry L. Hopkins, Federal Relief 
Administrator, on Friday estimat- 
ed the total number on relief at 
“about 19,000,000.” The United 
States conference of Mayors has 
predicted that this will be 23,000,- 
000 before the winter is ended. 

The A. F. of L. report approves 
plans calling for large government- 
al expenditures’ tentatively put 
forth by various New Deal agen- 
cies in recent weeks. Action tak- 
en recently to bring the Federal 
Reserve System under domination 
of the Treasury assures the Gov- 
ernment of funds to finance its 


program, the report points out. 

“Our failure to secure balance of 
income distribution in the first 
year of recovery is shown by the 
Federal income tax figure just re- 
leased,” the report says. “The fig- 
ures on workers’ income, compiled 
from Labor Department reports 
and covering about two-thirds of 
all workers employed in our non- 
farm industries, show the conse- 
quence of wage cutting before 
NRA and industry’s sprint to pile 
up goods at low cost before codes 
were effective. 

Corporations’ Gains. 

“In 1933 corporations increased 
their total income by $654,000,000; 
they made excess profits—that is 
profits over 12% percent—of $125,- 
000,000 and also decreased their 
deficit by $1,900,000,000. Incomes of 
persons receiving over $25,000 a 
year increased by $128,000,000. 
Workers’ incomes, on the other 
hand, decreased by nearly $500,- 
000,000 in reporting industries alone. 
This is typical of what happens 
when there is no balanced planning 
and administration.” 

Workers covered by this reported 
decrease include those in manu- 
facturing, mines, utilities, trade, 
hotels, laundries, dry cleaning and 
railroads. 

It is useless to look to business, 
according to the A. F. of L. report 
because “business men will not in- 
crease production unless they see 
either a safe chance to make reas- 
onable profits or a fair chance to 
make very large profits. 

“INo other method has yet been 
devised in our present economic 
system to put men to work produc- 
ing goods even though’ millions 
may be starving.”

4 KILLED WHEN TRAIN 


HITS AUTO AT CROSSING 


High School Students Return- 
ing From Dance Victims of 
Crash at Canonsburg, Pa.

CANONSBURG, Pa., Dec. 22.— 
Four high school students, on their 
way home from a school Christmas 
dance, were killed early today when 
their automobile was struck by a 
Pennsylvania passenger train at a 
downtown crossing. 

The dead: Kenneth Culp, 18 years 
old, center of the Canonsburg High 
School football team; William Mc- 
Kee, 17; Fern Harris, 16, and Jean 
Marshall, 16. 

Culp, McKee and Miss Harris 
were killed outright as the train 
hurled the automobile 200 feet 
down the tracks. Miss Marshall 
died two hours later. 

The train, enroute from Pitts- 
burgh to Washington, Pa., struck 
the car broadside as it started 
across the tracks at the Center 
street crossing in the heart of the 
town. 


Five Killed When Auto Is Struck 
by Train at Crossing.

ROOSEVELT CLOSES OFFICE 
FOR CHRISTMAS HOLIDAY 


President Not to Return to Desk 

Until Wednesday; Speaks Over 

Radio Monday.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has closed his execu- 
tive office for the Christmas holi- 
day. He will remain in the execu- 
tive mansion to work on his mes- 
sages and Christmas presents over 
Tuesday. 

On Christmas eve, Roosevelt will 
light the National Christmas Tree 
in Lafayette Park, opposite the 
White House. During the ceremony 
he will speak a word of greeting 
to the nation by radio, the broad- 
cast to begin at 5 o’clock. Later in 
the evening the Roosevelt family 
Christmas party will be held. All 
of the Roosevelts, the President’s 
mother, Mrs. Sara Delano Roose- 
velt, the children and the grand- 
children will be there. The grand- 
children will get their presents at 
that time. The President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt will receive the staff of 
White House employes, as they did 
last year, on Monday. 


HYDE PARK, N. Y., Dec. 22. — 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt was to 
be hostess at a Christmas party 
here today for 75 farm tenants and 
employes on the President’s estate. 
Yesterday she attended yuletide 
celebrations in New York at the 
headquarters of the Women’s Trade 
Union League and at the Todhunter 
school where she formerly was a 
teacher. She will return to Wash- 
ington Sunday.

MISSING HEADLIGHT 
FOUND BESIDE BODY 


Early Morning Collision of 
Machines at Nebraska and 
Chippewa Fatal to Wil- 
liam Devine. 


Erwin Parker, 36-year-old janitor, 
4562 Natural Bridge avenue, was 
killed by an automobile at Natural 


Bridge and Cora avenues at 10:30 
o’clock last night. 

The driver went on, leaving a 
broken headlight in the street. In- 
formation about the accident was 
broadcast over the police radio, and 
officers later took into custody the 
owner of a machine with a missing 
headlight. He said he believed he 
had had an accident, but would 
not admit running down Parker. 
The headlight picked up near Par- 
ker’s body matched the light on the 
car, the police said. 

Deputy Constable William Weber 
of Clayton, driving near the city 
limits, picked up the radio broad- 
cast and saw a machine with a 
missing headlight parked in Natural 
Bridge avenue, 100 feet west of Un- 
ion boulevard. He notified the po- 
lice, who watched the car until two 
men drove up in another machine. 
One got in the parked car and was 
arrested. He said he was Joseph 
Weismeyer, 35, a salesman, 6927 
Vermont avenue. He was exam- 
ined at City Hospital, where phy- 
sicians said he had been drinking, 
but was not intoxicated. He gave 
$5000 bond pending an inquest. 

The driver of the second machine 
identified himself as Frank Wood- 
lock, 7416 University drive, Univer- 
sity City. He told the police that 
at about 10:35 o’clock he saw Weis- 
meyer, whom he knows, driving at 
Union boulevard and Natural 
Bridge avenue. Weismeyer trans- 
ferred to his car, Woodlock said, 
and asked to be driven east in Nat- 
ural Bridge avenue. explaining that 
he believed he had had an accident. 
They drove to Grand boulevard, 
Woodlock said, without learning of 
any accident, and returned to the 
point where Weismeyer’s car was 
parked. j 


Man Thrown From Automobile and 
Killed in Collision. 
William Devine, 34, of 1526% La- 
fayette avenue, was killed when 
thrown from an automobile in a 
collision with another machine at 
Nebraska avenue and Chippewa 

street at 3:25 a. m. today. 

He was riding in a coupe driven 
by Clarence Heckel, a motorbus 
chauffeur, 1616 Hickory street. The 
machine collided with a southbound 
automobile driven by Oreon F. Eis- 
man, a postoffice clerk, 3819 Ne- 
braska avenue. The coupe jumped 
the curb and hit a trolley pole. De- 
vine’s head struck the pavement, 
fracturing his skull. 

Eisman, who was on his way 
home from work, said the coupe 
was without lights and failed to 
make a major street stop. 

Heckel said the lights were on 
and he stopped. He suffered con- 
tusions of the head. Both drivers 
were booked for the inquest. 

Devine, unmarried, lived with his 
widowed mother. A sister and two 
brothers also survive. 

There have been 149 motor vehi- 
cle fatalities in the city since Jan. 
1, as compared to 138 in the corre- 
sponding period last year.

MARTIN [5 FREED 


Prosecutors Say They Will 
Press Remaining Charges, 
Despite Failure of Efforts 
So Far. 


JURORS BALLOT 11 
TIMES, OUT 6 HOURS 


Samuel Insull Scheduled for 
Trial Again Jan. 9, 
Brother Jan. 15, on Em- 
bezzlement Counts.

CHICAGO, Dec. .22.—Three times 
prosecutors have tried for convic- 
tions in the collapse of the Insull 
public utility corporations and three 
times they have failed. Admittedly 
they have failed with the juries in 
their three strongest cases—the mail 
fraud charge against Samuel Insull 
Sr., Samuel Jr. and 16 associates, 
the Middle West Utilities embez- 
zliement charge against Martin In- 
sull, Samuel’s brother, and the first 
Insull case in which Marshal] E. 
Sampsell, an Insull executive, was 
acquitted of embezzlement. 

Martin Insull was found not 
guilty by a Criminal Court jury 
yesterday. The jurors filed into the 
crowded court room after six hours 
and 45 minutes of deliberation and 
amid a tense silence announced 
they had found the 64-year-old de- 
fendant not guilty of stealing $344,- 
720 from the Middle West Utilities 
Co. to carry on his private stock 
market operations, 

Further Prosecution. 

The question, “Will there be a 
fourth Insull prosecution?” brought 
affirmative answers from _ prose- 
cutors. An embezzlement case is 
docketed against Samuel Insull Sr. 
for Jan. 9 and a Similar case 
against Martin Insull is set for Jan. 
15. These are both in State courts. 

United States District Attorney 
Dwight Green, who unsuccessfully 
prosecuted the Samuel Insulls Sr. 
and Jr. and their co-defendants on 
mail fraud charges, was of the 
opinion that he could proceed with 
the same indictment against Mar- 
tin Insuil. Likewise the Federal 
charge of transfer of assets from 
a bankrupt concern. This indict- 
ment also faces the other two In- 
sulls. 

Martin Insull also is subject to 
deportation proceedings, as a Brit- 
ish citizen. When Middle West 
Utilities Co. went into receivership 
in April, 1932, he went to Canada. 
When he was brought back for trial 
immigration officials at Detroit 
charged him with illegal entry, for 
remaining out of the country more 
than six mcnths without renewing 
his visa. He was paroled to the 
Chicago State’s Attorney’s police. 

Jury Takes 11 Ballots. 

The jurors who acquitted Martin 
Insull took 11 ballots. The first 
was 9 to 3 for acquittal; the others 
until the final vote were 10 to 2. 
The last was unanimous. 

Foreman John Burks_ reported 
that the deliberations were quiet, 
but two jurors said: “Sometimes 
we almost came to blows.” 

“The State was handicapped by 
not being able to prove guilt be- 
yond a reasonable doubt of intent 
to embezzle,” Burks commented. 

Insull climbed over the rail to the 
jury box and shook hands with the 
12 men, thanking them for giving 
him a “very merry Christmas.” 

“This is the end of a very long 
road, but a very pleasant one,” he 
said. 

Samuel Insull and his son joined 
him in his jubilation. 


GANG OF SIX ROBS TOWN’S 
TWO BANKS AT OKEMAH, OK, 


Three Holdup Men in Each Tie Em- 
ployes as They Come to Work, 
Escape With $18,000.

OKEMAH, Ok., Dec. 22.—Both 
banks in Okemah, the First Nation- 
al and the Okemah National, were 
robbed today. First reports were 
that the loot was about $18,000. 

Six men entered the banks  be- 
fore dawn and seized employes as 
they came to work. With 13 em- 
ployes bound and gagged, three 
men in each bank cleaned out the 
vaults when the time locks opened 
at 9 a. m. 


LONDONERS TO DRINK LONGER 


Extra Hour on Holiday Eves for 
Good Behavior at Royal Wedding. 
LONDON, Dec. 22.—Londoners 
are to be permitted an extra hour 
of drinking on Christmas and New 
Year’s eves because they behaved 
so well at the wedding of the Duke 
of Kent to Princess Marina. 
Scotland Yard officials, who have 
jurisdiction over such matters, ap- 
proved the dispensation. It will be 
the first time since the war that 
London public houses have been 
permitted to remain open  over- 
time on a holiday eve. The defense 
of the Realm Act, passed during the 
war, restricted drinking hours.

HOTELS TO CHARGE 
THOSE WHO CARRY 
THEIR OWN DRINKS 


Corkage Fee of $1 to $2 a 
Bottle Announced for 


New Year’s Eve. 


New Year’s eve celebrators who 
planned to economize by taking 
their own liquid refreshment to ho- 
tel parties will be disappointed by 
announcement today of the St. 
Louis Hotel Association that cork- 
age charges of $1 to $2 a bottle 
will be levied on all wines and 
liquors brought into the establish- 
ments by customers. 

The charge will apply in public 
and private dining rooms. 

Within a few days a committee 
of five will formulate a_ definite 
policy of charges to go into effect 
at once and remain a policy after 
New Year’s celebrations have end- 
ed. 

After a year of expereince with 
“bottle toters,’”’ hotel men have 
concluded that definite corkage 
charges must be assessed, explain- 
ing: 

“The managements of the hotels 
look on the bringing in of beverages 
in the same manner as the bringing 
in of food. It is not fair to the 
hotels, all of which have gone to 
great expense to fit up and main- 
tain attractive rooms and provide 
entertainment, to be denied the 
profit on wine and liquor sales, for 
which license and taxes are paid.” 


LONDON SHROUDED IN FOG, 
WORST IN YEARS; 4 KILLED 


Murk So Dense Conductors Leave 
Busses and Street Cars to Lead 
Them on Foot. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Dec. 22.—Four deaths 
were attributed today to a fog 
which blanketed most of England. 
Highway conditions were the worst 


in years last night, with visibility 
ranging from zero to seven yards. 
The fog lifted rapidly this morning. 

One boy lost his way in the murk, 
fell into a canal and was drowned. 
A motorcyclist was killed when he 
collided with a horse-drawn wagon. 
Two pedestrians were knocked 
down and killed. A ferryboat was 
damaged in a collision on the River 
Tyne, but its passengers were tak- 
en safely ashore. 

Motorists, abandoning attempts 
to get through the fog, slept in 
their parked cars or congregated in 
groups and sang Christmas carols 
until they were able to proceed. 

In the London area the fog be- 
came worse after midnight and con- 
ductors were forced to leave their 
busses and street cars and lead 
them along with torches. Many 
wealthy west end residents, return- 
ing home from parties, walked in 
front of their automobiles and 
showed their chauffeurs the way to 
go home. Glasgow reported a vis- 
ibility of five yards, which was con- 
sidered fairly good as compared 
with the two and three yards in the 
midland cities. 

Sugar and Apples for 400 Horses. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 22. — 
Mrs. C. L. F. Robinson yesterday 
gave 400 horses of Hartford a spe- 
cial holiday meal. It consisted of 
four quarts of ground corn and 
oats, one cup of brown sugar and 
sliced apples and carrots. Feeding 
stations were established through- 
out the city. 


CHRISTMAS PARDONS 
FOR 32 IN WORKHOUSE 


Released by Mayor Dickmann 
on Recommendation of 
Parole Board. 


Thirty-two prisoners at the Work- 
house were released today in time 
to spend Christmas with their fam- 
ilies. They were given “Christmas 
pardons” yesterday by Mayor Dick- 
mann on recommendation of «the 
City Parole Board. Pardons are 
issued at this time every year to 
Workhouse prisoners with records 
of good behavior. 

The Parole Board refused to rec- 
ommend pardons for 18 other appli- 
cants and they will have to serve 
out their terms. The time deducted 
from the sentences of the pardoned 
prisoners totaled 30 months and rep- 
resented fines totaling $1200 which 
prisoners, unable to pay the fines, 
were working off by jail sentences.

MOSCOW, Dec. 22.—Leonid Nica 
olaieff, accused assassin of Sergei 
Kiroff, and 13 of his alleged asso~ 
ciates in an organization reputedly 
hostile to the Soviet regime, face 
speedy trials. 

They were delivered into the 
hands of the military collegium of 
the Supreme Court as police ended 
an investigation of their activities, 

The official report of the inquiry, 
said it had been established that 
Nicolaieff killed Kiroff at the diw 


rection of the terrorist underground 
organization, “Leningrad Center.” 

The police report said Nicolaieff 
was given the commission to kill 
Kiroff by I. I. Kotolinoff, one of the 
leaders of the Leningrad Center, 
which includes 12 others, not inter- 
nationally known. 

Motive of Assassination. 

According to the communique, evi< 
dence showed the accused also were 
fired by revenge because Kiroff 
smashed “ideologically and polit< 
ically the group of former Zinoviefs- 
fists.” 

Nicolaieff said in evidence “the 
former opposition had its special 
accounts with Kiroff in connection 
with the struggle he organized 
against Leningrad oppositionists.” 

The inquiry established that this 
anti-Soviet group lost hope for the 
political support of the masses and 
adopted terror because of the futil- 
ity of the aims, it was said. 

While practically all of this group 
had been expelled from the Com- 
munist party most of them had 
been restored upon the plea of re- 
pentance. Nicolieff was expelled 
early this year for violation of par- 
ty discipline but was reinstated 
after two months, on declaration of 
repentance. 

Secrecy About Ex-Leaders. 

Secrecy surrounded the fate of 
Gregory Zinovieff and Leo Kamee 
neff, former leaders of the Com< 
munist Party, who were reported 
to be under arrest. The Soviet 
Foreign Office declined to commeng 
on the report. 

The police report of the assassi« 
nation of Kiroff connected Zino 
vieff with the activities of a terd 
roristic organization charged with 
plotting the murder. 

The motive of the group, the ree 
port said, was to “disorganize thd 
leadership of the Soviet Governe 
ment through terroristic acts di¢ 
rected against the chief leaders of 
the Soviet regime and thus gain @ 
change in the present policy in the 
spirit of the so-called Zinovieff¢ 
Trotzky platform.” 

Newspapers charged that the twa 
former leaders of the Communist 
party were implicated in the asw 
sassination plot. 

A bitter attack on the pair was 
published in the newspaper “Prave- 
da.” 

Editorially, the paper asserted 
the political forces of Zinovieff and 
Kameneff had abounded in “treae 
sons” and concluded with the ace 
cusation that “by the hands of the 
thrice-damned dregs of a former 
Zinovieff anti-partisan group com- 
rade Kiroff was drawn out from 
our ranks.” 


Opposed Lenin’s Plan. 

It was recalled by Pravda that 
Zinovieff opposed Lenin's plan for 
the revolution of October, 1917, 
favoring cooperation with Boug- 
geois groups rather than organiza- 


tion of the masses for a prolee 
tarian dictatorship. 
Zinovieff has been twice ex- 


pelled from the Communist party 
for his opposition tactics. He has 
been known as a bitter opponent 
of the Stalin regime and _ since 
1927 has held no important Sovict 
office. 

Kameneff is a brother-in-law of 
the exiled Trotzky. He has held 
numerous offices under the Bolshe- 
vik government and in 1926 was 
Ambassador to Italy. He was ex- 
pelled from the Communist party 
in 1927, but later readmitted. Since

At the same time the Foreign 
Minister sent Ambassador Saito his 
instructions, he outlined to Ambas- 
sador Tsuneo Matsudaira in Lon- 
don the nature of the suggestions 
to be advanced in the bilateral dis- 
cussions. 

When Saito informs Washington 
that his nation has abrogated the 
naval pact, he is expected to make 
public a statement that Japan’s mo- 
tives are entirely peaceful. Such a 
statement was prepared by the 
Foreign Office. 

Formal notification of the signa- 
tories of the treaty was the only 
step remaining to complete denun- 
ciation. Emperor Hirohito placed 
the imperial seal on the abrogation 
documents yesterday.

French Committees Decide Nation 
Must Be Free of Treaty.

PARIS, Dec. 22.—France turned 
against the limitations of the Wash- 
ington Naval Pact today. 

Meeting in secret session, the For- 
eigen Affairs and Naval Committees 
of the Chamber of Deputies decided 
that for France, the treaty must 
end at the end of 1936.

It was authoritatively stated that 
opposition to the parity system as 
established by the Washington trea- 
ty prompted the Government's de- 
termination to jettison it. French 
naval ‘1aders frequently have in- 
sisted that the ratio of 1.75 assigned 
to France, compared with 3 for Jap- 
an and 5 for the United States and 
Great Britain, was inequitable.

TOKIO, Dec: 22.—An invasion of 
Manchukuan territory by Soviet in- 
fantry from Siberia, in the vicinity 
of Tungning, a border town, was 
reported today in Rengo (Japa- 
nese) dispatches from Harbin.

Senate Munitions Committee ’ yes- 
terday received an emphatic asser- 
tion from the War Department, op- 


posing nationalization of the muni- 
tions industry as “a policy which 
would fail in war and therefore 
does not appear logical in peace.” 

The statement, presented by 
Lieut. Col. C. T. Harris and ap- 
proved by Secretary of War Dern, 
said it would cost $1,000,000,000 at 
the outset to nationalize the indus- 
try and provide for equipping 4,- 
000,000 soldiers. The upkeep was 
estimated at $80,000,000 annually, 
which the army high command con- 
tended would double the peace-time 
cost of national defense. 

Chairman Nye immediately re- 
Plied his committee would shoot 
this argument “full of holes.” 

To Ask for More Funds. 

With the committee’s $50,000 
gone, however, it is up to the Sen- 
ate to say whether the inquiry 
should go on. Committee members, 
planning a request for more funds, 
say at least $50,000 additional is 
needed. 

Before meeting today to decide 
whether they would include any 
recommendations for legislation 
with their request for more money, 
committee members expressed sat- 
isfaction that Great Britain had 
set up a royal commission to in- 
vestigate munitions. Some of the 
Senators expressed hope the Brit- 
ish inquiry would not be a “white- 
wash.” 

Several foreign embassies have 
asked for transcripts of the hear- 
ings here, including some South 
American. 

Differ on Legislation. 

Although the committee was 
united in its demand for further in- 
quiry, any attempt to get together 
on a legislative program appears 
difficult. Half a dozen proposals 
have come from various Senators 
but few have received unanimous 
indorsement. 

Testifying yesterday about the 
War Department’s plans to mobilize 
national resources for any future 
war, Col. Harris denied a conten- 
tion of Senator Clark of Missouri 
that a draft of labor was contem- 
plated. 

“To the best of my knowledge 
and belief,” he said, “the depart- 
ment is not contemplating a draft 
of labor.” 

He would neither deny nor agree 
that collective bargaining as pro- 
vided under NRA would be scrapped 
in war time under the plan.

“If Income Tax Division of the 
Treasury Department is unable to 
find for your committee all of my 
reports, please advise me what 
years are missing and I will take 
pleasure in forwarding copies of 
same to yqur committee.”

Bought by General Motors Truck 
Co., Affiliate of Financing Firm 
That Replevined Machines. 

The fleet of 157 Yellow taxicabs, 
valued when new at about $375,000, 
was bought for $30,000 yesterday at 
auction. The purchaser was. the 
General Motors Truck Co., an _ af- 
filiate of the Yellow Manufactur- 
ing Acceptance Corporation, the fi- 
nancing firm that replevined the 
machines from American Taxicab, 
Inc., after a default on notes exe- 
cuted to pay for them.

WITH GAMBLING 


Board President Igoe Says 
Officers Are Doing All in 
Power to Close Illegal 
Places. 


A defense of the Police Depart- 
ment against a charge made by 
Circuit Judge Hoffmeister yester- 
day that there was “wide-open 
gambling” in St. Louis was issued 
by President Igoe of the Police 
Board. . 

“The Police Department is con- 
stantly on the alert to suppress 
gambling in all its forms,” Igoe 
said. “Every complaint, anony- 
mous or otherwise, is investigated. 
If any citizen will give us informa- 
tion in his possession as to gam- 
bling or other violations of the law, 
we will appreciate this co-operation. 

“All handbooks and ‘smoke shops’ 
are visited at frequent intervals 
and arrests average 32 per week. 
Arrests for other forms of gambling 
average 200 per week. Of these, 
33 per cent are reported from the 
districts and the balance from the 
secret service. 

“The Police Department does all 
in its power to prosecute those ar- 
rested. If those arrested and con- 
victed for criminal offenses are to 
be freed because other law violators 
are not convicted, we will be utter- 
ly helpless to suppress any form of 
crime in this city.” 

The term “smoke shop’ ’is a eu- 
phemism for “handbook.” Igoe 
pointed out that the Police Board 
conducted hearings, when slot ma- 
chines, baffle boards and other 
devices were seized in raids, to de- 
termine whether these were 
gambling devices. Hundreds of 
pieces of equipment have been held 
to be gambling devices and de- 
stroyed, the fragments being 
dumped into an old quarry. 

Judge Hoffmeister said the courts 
were engaged in prosecuting minor 
violators, while major criminals ran 
at large. He asserted that “gambling 
establishments in every form” were 
numerous in the city and that slot 
machines were in general operation. 
His criticism was made in court 
when he paroled two lotto game 
operators from six-month Work- 
house terms, saying it would be an 
injustice to make them serve time 
“while more flagrant violators went 
free.”

Joe Lasky, whose business it has 
been to get people out of jail by 
signing their bonds, spent last 
night in a cell because he could 
find nobody to sign one for him- 
self, 

Lasky was arrested yesterday on 
a State warrant charging him with 
perjury in swearing to his quali- 
fication as a bondsman. 

The charge followed an investiga- 
tion begun after three men accused 
of crimes for whom Lasky had 
signed bonds totaling $20,000, had 
failed to appear for trial. The 
bonds have been forfeited, but the 
Circuit Attorney’s office has Slight 
hope of collecting anythirig on 
them because Lasky apparently is 
without property. 

Specific Charge. 

Specifically, the warrant charges 
that last Sept. 29 Lasky swore be- 
fore Judge Dickmann in the Court 
of Criminal Correction that he was 
the owner of stores and tenements 
at the southwest corner of Fif- 
teenth and Biddle streets which 
were worth $25,000. On the basis 
of that oath Judge Dickmann per- 
mitted Lasky to sign a $10,000 
bond for Michael Novack, charged 
with robbery. 

Records show that the property 
Lasky said he owned is, in fact, 
owned by four women who leased 
it to him. The owners now plan to 
tear down the dilapidated buildings 
because they have been unable to 
collect rent from him and the taxes 
are more than they might expect 
in revenue from rents, 

Lasky, who is 70 years old, 
shrugged his shoulders when asked 
for a statemem after his arrest. 
Previously, he had maintained, de- 
spite the fact that the records are 
against him, that he was the owner 
of the property. He had said, too, 
that he was an unwilling bonds- 
man, signing only because “two big 
shots,” professional bondsmen 
whom he named, “made him do it.” 

The Forfeited Bonds. 

Novack was charged with hold- 
ing up an employe of the Lynn 
Meat Co. and robbing her of $917. 
The other forfeited bonds, each for 
$5000, were given to effect the re- 
lease of Ralph Oakes and William 
Evans, charged with the theft of 
$17,000 in bonds from the A. G. Ed- 
wards & Sons brokerage firm.

Women Voters’ Head Sends 
Letter to Mayor on Dis- 
charge of Dr. Nelson. 


Deep regret over the sudden dis- 
missal of Dr. William Nelson as di- 
rector of the Psychiatric Clinic was 
expressed in a_ letter to Mayor 
Dickmann today by Mrs. James 
Hardin Smith Jr., president of the 
League of Women Voters. 

Dr. Nelson was notified last Mon- 
day by Director of Public Welfare 
Darst that he would be dropped 
shortly because it was desired to 
have a younger man with different 
methods conduct the clinic under a 
proposed change in policy. Dr. Ed- 
mond F. Sassin will take the place. 
Mayor Dickmann had asked Darst 
to find some job for Dr. Sassin. ° 

“The league,” said Mrs. Smith, 
“appreciates that at times reorgan- 
ization of departments necessitates 
changes in personnel, but asserts 
that sudden dismissals are not con- 
ducive to attracting persons of high 
quality of technical training to mu- 
nicipal offices. Long-time planning 
for the clinic, which is the reason 
given for the dismissal of Dr. Nel- 
son, cannot be effective without the 
permanent services of qualified, 
trained personnel. The dismissal 
brings vividly before the citizens 
the realization of the vast responsi- 
bility vested in the administrative 
branch of our city government, 

“In spite of the handicap of 
tragically reduced revenue, the 
clinic has had the indorsement of 
the National Committee on Mental 
Hygiene Standards. This is a trib- 
ute to Dr. Nelson's ability. The 
league will watch with interest the 
clinic under its new direction.” 


LA GUARDIA NAMES ENGINEERS 
TO PLAN CITY POWER PLANT 


Tells Board He Wants Draft te 
Submit to Ickes as Basis for 
Federal Loan.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—Mayor 
LaGuardia yesterday appointed a 
board of 14 engineers to draw up 
plans for the construction of a mu- 
nicipal power plant. The action 
was taken as a result of a confer- 
ence in Washington on Wednesday 
with President Roosevelt. 

Included on the board is Maurics 
P. Davidson, Commissioner of Wa- 
ter Supply, Gas and Electricity, who 
has estimated the cost of a munici- 
pal plant at $108,000,000. Mayor 
LaGuardia told the board he wished 
to submit plans to Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes as soon ds possible 
as the basis for a Federal loan.

Dr, Nelson’s Dismissal. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Nad have I been so thoroughly in- 


censed by the administration of local 
political power as by the recent dis- 
missal of Dr. William Nelson as head of 
the psychiatric Child Guidance Clinic. In 
my humble opinion, to remove Dr. Nelson 
is a direct theft from the poor people of 
the city, besides being a flagrant usurpa- 
tion of that man’s life work, ably con- 
ceived and admirably executed, to make 
a job for somebody’s friend. 

During the last 11 years, in the most 
fruitful period of a doctor’s professional 
career, Dr. Nelson has devoted himself 
unstintingly to the organization, develop- 
ment and furtherance of this most nec- 
essary branch of our civic welfare work. 
By the results of his labors, he has 
gained the confidence, admiration and 
respect of those whose problems have 
been brought to him, He has interceded 
with jurists and has saved many weak- 
minded’ and feeble-minded persons from 
penal servitude, and has had them com- 
mitted to sanitariums instead, where oft- 
entimes their mental weaknesses have 
been strengthened, and good citizens have 
been given back to the community. 

Director Darst, in his published state- 
ment, makes a very feeble case for the 
administration in trying to explain away 
the abominable decision to rob the peo- 
ple of Dr. Nelson’s valued services, due, 
as he says, to the broad vision of the 
Department of Public Welfare and its 
long-time planning, and, most laughable 
of all, to Dr. Nelson’s age. 

Dr. Nelson is an active man in the 


Plan Commission, under the leadership of such men 
as Daniel H. Burnham and Charles H. Wacker, did 
for Chicago. No largé city has ever attained beauty 
by accident. Modern Paris was planned in the reign 
of Louis XIV. At that time, it was a crowded, dirty 
and ill-smelling city. Napoleon carried out the plans 
of Louis XIV’s architects. He opened the city to light 
and air. He built new streets and new bridges. He 
provided Paris with its first sidewalks and lighted 
its streets at night. He caused the erection of beau- 
tiful monuments which are famous the world over. 
Fifty years later, Baron Georges Eugene Haussmann 
applied his great genits to the beautification of Paris 
and, working on the broad lines laid down by Louis 
XIV’s architects, made Paris the magnificent city it 
is today. 

Our own capital, Washington, derives the distinc- 
tion of its appearance from the fact that it has been 
built according to a plan prepared by Pierte Charles 
L’Enfant. L’Enfant was employed for the task by 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson, and his 
plan, greeted with derision at the time because of 
its ambitious character, has saved Washington from 
the fate that haphazard growth has visited upon 
most American cities. 

St. Louis, of course, cannot be remade along model 
lines, but that its appearance is subject to vast im- 
provement has been richly demonstrated in the last 
10 years. Municipal and Aloe plazas and our new 
boulevard system are instances in point. The zoning 
law has preserved the character of many fine neigh- 
borhoods in St. Louis which otherwise would have 
been ruined by the construction of unsuitable build- 
ings. 

In the beautification of St. Louis during the last 
decade, the City Plan Commission has played a nota- 
ble part. It should continue to play such a role. 
Since it has disappeared from the picture, various 
ill-advised projects have been built. The spot-zoners 
are busily engaged in breaking down the safeguards 
of the zoning law. It has been thoroughly proved 
that we need the distinterested advice of the City 
Plan Commission, not only to protect the gains that 
have been made, but to draw plans for the future 
which will make St. Louis something else than ugly 
and amorphous. 

Again we pose the inquiry: What has become of 
the City Plan Commission?

The story of our ill-balanced economy has been 
told repeatedly in statistics, but never was it more 
poignantly related than in the figures of dn article 
in the New York Times reprinted on this page Thurs- 
day. The author, Dr. Mordecai Ezekiel, takes us back 
to 1929 and shows what a mockery was the vaunted 
prosperity of those golden days. He tells us that, 
of the 22,000,000 city families in that year, 7,500,000 
were on “a bare subsistence basis,” with an income 
under $1500. Another group of approximately that 
number was on “a minimum comfort level,” having 
an average income of from $1500 to $2600. Such 
was the economic condition of two-thirds of our 
city population at the height of our “prosperity.” 

With more than 7,000,000 families a step away 
from the breadline and another 7,000,000 maintaining 
a respectable standard of living only by vigilant, 
rigorous ecohomy, we were, as we now know, a na- 
tion riding fast to a fall. And we know, too, that 
the embarrassment of over-production is a cruel fic- 
tion which no longer can salve any thoughtful cit- 
izen’s conscience. We know, too, that, if the legend- 
ary American standard of living were a truth, we 
should not have been dependent on export trade; 
that here at home, if only there had been an intel- 
ligently distributed buying power, was a market to 
consume all that we could produce. 

Dr. Ezekiel paints a picture of America “if every 
family had $2500 a year,” meaning, of course, if that 
were the minimum income. It is a thrilling picture. 
It is a picture which the genius and resources of 
America can translate into fact. 
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SOUND PROCEDURE. 

The St. Louis County League of Municipalities has 
announced that it will request the coming Legisla- 
ture to approve a resolution authorizing the voters 
of the county to modernize the structure of the 
county government. There can be only commenda- 
tion for the league for promoting this forward step. 
Everyone who has watched the workings of govern- 
ment in St. Louis County knows that the present 
System fails in important respects to measure up 
to the needs of a rapidly growing area. The pro- 
cedure of the league is entirely sound. The adoption 
of the enabling resolution should come first. After 
that is accomplished, a committee, supplied with ex- 
pert information, can draft a detailed plan with the 
assurance that its findings will be placed before the 
voters.

It may be remembered that at the last session of 
the Legislature, thése municipalities sought to escape 
from the necessity of a two-thirds vote in favor of 
such opi plants.

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REVIVING THE AQUARIUM PROPOSAL. -

We Americans are a constant source of amaze- 
ment to the Hnglish. One of the things they have 
never quite been able to understand is the “crudity” 
of our accent. For an English-speaking person not 
to duplicate or, at least, approximate the curious 
sounds that issue from the larynx of an Oxford don 
is to them incomprehensible. 

Now, @ new charge is being brought against us. 
In gentle irony, Ivor Brown, writing in the Man- 
ehester Guardian, says: 


They (the Americans) speak far less fast than 
the English, and they use longer, more formal 
words. The dignities of a classical] vocabulary 
are very dear to them. They do not havea talk; 
they Go into Conference. They do not work the 
lift; they Operate the Elevator.

The State of Nebraska has no bonded in- 
debtedness whatsoever. The Constitution of 
the State forbids the issue of bonds. The 
State has to pay as it goes. So it owes 
nothing, pays no interest to anyone. All 
the tax collections each year are used to 
operate the State, none to repay develop- 
ments which were hurried through before 
the money was in sight. The people have 
been building up their State as they have 
been building up their own farms—slowly, 
patiently, out of earnings. 

The smaller governmental divisions of the 
State, the cities and the towns and counties, 
the school districts and the irrigation dis- 
tricts, are permitted to borrow on bonds. 
The total bonded indebtedness of these is 
$107,000,000. The bonded indebtedness fig- 
ures out at something less than $100 a per- 
son, which will not look like much to East- 
ern eyes. 

Because the State is forbidden hy its own 
Constitution to borrow, it had to get along 
as best it could without help from the Fed- 
eral Government through the RFC, while 
other states were aided by RFC loans. There 
was pressure put on the State Government 
to make RFC loans acceptable, but the peo- 
ple of Nebraska decided to go along in their 
slow and sure way. 

Relief was handled entirely within the 
State, by the counties, until the Roosevelt 
administration began to make Federal gifts 
of money for relief, where the Hoover ad- 
ministration had been making only loans, 
not gifts. Then Nebraska was able to tap 
the Federal resources. . 

The first Federal allotment ‘for relief in 
Nebraska, in June, 1933, amounted to $1,500,- 
000 and lasted three months. It was dis- 
tributed by a staff of three people: a direc- 
tor, a stenographer and a clerk; The most

They just now have adopted an amend- 
ment to their Constitution, abolishing the 
standard Legislature of two chambers and 
establishing a single-chambér Legislature. 
There will be a great many fewer legislators 
than there were, 

The amendment says that the members 
of the new Legislature will be paid gn an 
annual basis, instead of for each day of the 
session. So there will be no inducement 
for the law-makers to linger in the Capitol, 
and there will be a great deal of urgency to 
get the law-making done and return home. 
The amendment fixes the annual salary of 
the members at $800 a year. 

The budget estimates for the new one- 
chamber Legislature fix the salaries and 
mileage expenses at $37,500. The most re- 
cent session of the old-style Senate cost $27,- 
255 for salaries and mileage; that of the 
House, $83,249. This is a total cost of $110,- 
504 for the past session. The new single- 
chamber Legislature will cost $73,004 less, 
and it cannot cost more,*even if the mem- 
bers sit all year. It will be a more distin- 
guished body than the old, because it will 
be smaller; and it will work more efficiently, 
for the same reason: and it will be very 
much cheaper. Yet these Nebraskans are 
Supposed to be more or less crazy. 

Perhaps they are more or less crazy. 
Perhaps it is wild-eyed radicalism to take 
12 years to build a $10,000,000 Capitol build- 
ing and pay for it as it goes up. Perhaps 
it is Socialistiec or something to have a 
constitutional prohibition against issues of 
State bonds and against any pledging of 
the State’s credit, which means the elimina- 
tion of payments of interest.

TROOPS OF FOUR

SAARBRUECKEN, Dec. 22.— 
Thousands of Nazi flags fluttered 
from the windows of homes here 
today in defiance of an edict of the 
League of Nations’ Governing Com- 
mission forbidding the display of 
insignia of any sort after today. 

The display was intended as a 
German Front protest against the 
order. 

The troops of four nations moved 
into the territory and took up po- 
sitions along the German and 
French borders. 

Fifteen Italian light tanks passed 
through the streets of Saarbrueck- 
en shortly after dawn, while Quecn 
Wilhelmina’s Dutch marine regi- 
ment, founded in 1665, crossed the 
border in motor trucks.

The arriving troops were re- 
ceived by Saar residents for the 
most part in icy silence, but a 
merry regiment of British. soldiers 
Singing “It’s a Long, Long Way 
to Tipperary” succeeded in thaw- 
ing the crowd at Saarbruecken sta- 
tion as their train passed through 
on the way to Neuenkirchen. 

Men crowded to the windows of 
the coaches and shouted “Hi hi— 
hullo!” §miles began to appear on 
the faces of the crowd, among 
which were several thousand school 


gan waving, some giving the Nazi 
salute. 

It was the first time, observers 
noted, that foreigners had received 
any sort of greeting from the Saar- 
landers. British and Italian troops 
arriving yesterday and the day be- 
fore said they felt a “chilliness” 
in the atmosphere. They had been 
welcomed warmly at all stations 
they passed in France. 

Christmas Truce Agreed On. 

The mass of Swastika and black, 
white and red German flags com- 
pletely blanketed Saarbruecken. 
The bar on flags followed accept- 
ance by both sides of a Christmas 
political truce beginning tomorrow. 

League officials said the Nazis’ 
use of flags was a means of “im- 
pressing upon foreigners and vot- 
ers that a strong Nazi sentiment 
exists.” Nazi organs called for de- 
fiance, hinting that they did not 
expect to observe the order, since 
the Government cannot put every- 
body in jail. 

It was all in preparation for the 
plebiscite Jan. 13, in which Saar 
residents are to determine their 
future sovereignty. The lack of 
enthusiasm for the arrival of for- 
eign troops was apparently entirely 
acceptable to League authorities, 
who had been concerned lest the 
arrival of the international patrol 
be made a signal for an outbreak 
of Nazi hostility

UHACO ARMIES LINE UP 
FOR DECISIVE BATTLE 


Bolivia’s Principal Base of Villa 
Montes Will Be the 
Stake. 


By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 22.—Re- 
ports from the Chaco war zone in- 
dicated today that events were 
shaping toward a decisive battle for 
possession of, Villa oMntes, Bolivia’s 
principal Chaco base. The outcome 
of this battle was considered of 
great importance in deciding the 
final result of the warfare between 
Bolivia and Paraguay. 

A Paraguayan communique from 
Asuncion announced several small 
engagements in three sectors fol- 
lowing a comparatively quiet week. 

The Asuncion announcement said 
the Paraguayans had cut to pieces 
a Bolivian detachment of the Forty- 
seventh Infantry regiment in the 
Capirenda sector. Thirty were 
found dead, the reports said. 

In the Huirapitindy sector the 
Paraguayans reported capturing 
two commissioned officers and 40 
in 


an advance continued. 

During the last week the Bolivi- 
ans have strengthened their defen- 
ses at Villa Montes while a general 
mobilization was being pushed. The 
Paraguayans, meanwhile, had syn- 
chronized three main advancing col- 
umns preparatory to the Villa Mon- 
tes attack.

League Inquiry in Reports of Arms 
Embargo Violations. 

GENEVA, Dee. 22.—Referring to 
the fact that the Chaco Advisory 
Committee meets Jan. 14 to receive 
Paraguay’s final answer, an official 
League of Nations communique said 
yesterday the League committee 
would record the attitude of Para- 
guay and Bolivia concerning the As- 
sembly’s recommendations and “also 
the consequences which might en- 
sue therefrom, more especially re- 
garding the application of the arms 
embargo.” 

By “consequences” the communi- 
que apparently meant possible pen- 
alties against Paraguay. 

The communique noted that Bo- 
livia, which already has accepted 
the League peace plan, has asked 
that the embargo be lifted in its 
favor. 

A British protest made at Thurs- 
day’s meeting of the committee that 
the embargo had been violated by 
Belzium and Norway will be 
brought to the attention of those 
countries, the communique said. 

W. Strang, the British delegate, 
said 5282 cases of ammunition ar- 
rived at Montevideo, Uruguay, Da:c.

The BLAGK MASKERS 


New Composition by Roger 
Sessions Played by Orches- 
tra at Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


HE most arresting part of yes- 
T teraay's concert given by the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra 
at the Municipal Auditorium, was 
the suite from “The Black Mask- 
ers,’ by Roger Sessions, one of the 
younger and more forthright Amer- 
ican composers. The remainder of 
the program was occupied with old 
favorites, such as the B Minor sym- 
phony of Schubert and Respighi’s 
agglomeration of synthetic thrills 
known as “The Pines of Rome.” 
Though any opinion of a new mu- 
sical work based on a first hearing 
is subject to change after a more 
extended acquaintance, one can say 
with a reasonable amount of con- 
viction that the “Black Maskers’” 
had boldness, strength, precision 
and a convincing dramatic atmos- 
phere. The impact of the music 
was that of its substance rather 
than its manner, for though tne 
composers musical speech was 
“modern” in its reliance on veiled 
tonalities, dissonant harmonies and 
unusual color combinations, there 
was no preoccupation with mere vo- 
cabulary. The peculiar essence of 
Andreyev’s play, for which the mu- 
sic was written, was obviously the 
thing he was striving to communi- 
cate. No doubt a more complete 
effect would be achieved if the 
suite were heard in connection with 
the play, since it contains certain 
passages which obviously imply a 
collateral action in another field of 
art. But even by itself, it creates 
a mood definitely and immediate- 
ly. Moreover, it is the special sort 
of mood that overtakes the human 


consciousness when it is transport- | 


ed to a field of experience in which 
the usual emotional and rational 
guides to the human spirit have no 
validity. 

The precision with which Mr. 
Sessions created the unusual at- 
mosphere of this composition is a 
strong testimonial to his imagina- 
tive powers and his mental dis- 
cipline. It suggests the possibility 
of his being even more successful! 
in dealing with emotions that are 
more accessible to an audience that 
has just come in from a street full 
of sliding automobiles and traffic 
policemen. One hopes that Mr. 
Golschmann having dealt so ably 
with “The Black Maskers,” will 
find the opportunity to present one 
of the composer’s symphonies. 

The performances of the Coriola- 
nus Over@ure, the Schubert Sym- 
phony and the Scherzo from Men- 
delssohn’s “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” were all finely balanced, 
rich in texture and carefully shaded. 
The orchestra was in good form 
and Mr. Golschmann addressed him- 
self to the task of bringing out the 
sense of the scores with a musician- 
ly seriousness. 

But despite the extra brasses and 
woods, and the zeal of both con- 
ductor and players, “The Pines of 
Rome” was less effective than ever. 
Since this composition was never 
anything more than a musical “shot 
in the arm” this was no more than 
might have been expected.

But this very lack finally led to an 
upward revision of the rates, there- 
by depriving the river points of the 
advantages which they had _ tem- 
porarily enjoyed. 

“The Inland Waterways Corpora- 
tion has now been in existence 10 
years and during that comparative- 
ly short span of years there has 
been a remarkable rehabilitation of 
inland water transportation.” 

-Considerable had to be accom- 
plished in those 10 years, Dern said, 
such as winning the railroads to 
establish joint rates. 

“Since the beginning of the de- 
pression,” he continued, ‘all accom- 
plishments toward achieving a sat- 
isfactory rate structure have large- 
ly been swept away in the resulting 
struggle for existence among the 
competing forms of transportation.

“The RFC is not taking over the 
Denver & Salt Lake Railway, but 
is making a loan to the Denver & 
Salt Lake Western road, a subsidi- 
ary of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Western, to enable the latter road 
to complete payment for the pur- 
chase of the stock of the Denver & 
Salt Lake road made some years 
ago. 

“As a condition to making this 
loan the RFC required that the in- 
dependence of the Denver & Salt 
Lake be preserved until the Denver

Louis applied to the Missouri Pub- 
lic Service Commission late yester- 
day for authority to Carry out a 
plan for refinancing an unsecured 
note issue of $3,000,000 which ma- 
tures Aug. 1, 1935, by the exchange 
of other securities with the note- 


holders. The commission set the 
application for hearing here on 
Dec. 27. 

The application is part of the 
company’s plan for extension of 
$13,000,000 of notes and bonds ma- 
turing in 1934 and 1935, because 
funds were not available to retire 
them on maturity. 

The commission last February ap- 
proved a plan for a five-year ex- 
tension of a _ $10,000,000 issue of 
bonds which matured April 1, 1934, 
after sharply criticising the com- 
pany’s payment of a $642,000 com- 
mon stock dividend in 1933, without 
having made arrangements for re- 
tirement or extension of the $10- 
000,000 issue maturing April 1, 1934. 
The company was directed to pay 
no more common stock dividends 
during the extension period which 
would reduce the earned surplus 
below $7,005,000. 

The extension order contained a 
condition that the company must 
make arrangements by April 1, 1935, 
for extension of the $3,000,000 un- 
secured note issue maturing on Aug. 
1, 1935. The $3,000,000 in notes 
were issued Aug. 1, 1925, to ma- 
ture in 10 years, and to bear inter- 
est at the rate of 5% per cent a 
year. 

One $3,000,000 Issue Withdrawn. 

The company was authorized in 
1933 to issue $3,000,000 in 514 per 
cent first mortgage and refunding 
bonds, to be exchanged for these 
unsecured notes. The issue was 
withdrawn last January after the 
company had been cited by the 
Federal Trade Commission in an 
action involving the accuracy of 
Statements by the company offi- 
cials, 

Under the new plan the company 
would issue $3,000,000 in collateral] 
trust 6 per cent notes, maturing 
Aug. 1, 1942, which would be ex- 
changed with the noteholders, at 
their option, under one of two alter- 
native plans.

Promoter Tom Packs had cause 
to wrinkle his forehead and do a 
little heavy thinking today, in con- 
nection with his promotional activi- 
ties, when he scanned attendance 
figures of last night’s wrestling 
production at the Arena.

With Proteins 
And Starches 


A Physician Tests Their 
Fffects on Each Other in 


Diet.

PHILADELPHIA physician of 
A the highest standing has been 

experimenting with the ques- 
tion of whether starches and pro- 
teins interfere with each other in 
the stomach. 

Please note that he experiment- 
ed. He really tried foocs; out on 
patients. He didn’t just sit around 
and moon, and make any statement 
that came into his head. 

“People have come to me with 
the ridiculous but apparently plaus- 
ible theory that the proteins and 
carbohydrates don’t agree in the 
stomach,” he reports. “And I know 
well from studies covering almost 
eight years that this could not be 
true. They came back with the 
statement, ‘Well, that may be true 
regarding a normal individual, tut 
is it truesregarding a sick person?’ 


I knew no place I could go for exact 


information regarding the subject, 
and I made up my mind the only 
way to get the information was to 
get it myself. It took me a year to 
get the figures, and a week and a 
half to compile them, and there is 
no evidence that incompatibility 
may occur.” 

There are three ways to deter- 
mine whether a food or a combina 
tion of foods is digestible or not. 
One is to determine the rate at 
which they leave the stomach, and 
traverse the intestine. This can b2 
measured by two means—the X- 
ray and removal of the stomach 
contents at intervals after a meal. 

The second criterion is the 
amount of secretion and the acid- 
ity of the stomach secretion after 
they have been ingested. This is a 
regular routine diagnostic proced- 
ure. 

Third is the state of digestion of 
foods as seen in the stomach or in- 
testinal contents. 

Using all these methods, it is 
found that if protein food alone is 
eaten, a standard of digestion can 
be determined for any individual. 
And people, sick or well, fall into 
certain categories regarding the 
rate of digestion. There is the 
quick digester, the slow digester, 
and the median (presumably nor- 
mal) digester. The quick ones will 
digest 100 grams of beef in two and 
a haif hours, the slow ones in three 
and a half. 

The addition of carbohydrate 
does not change this rate in the 
least. For each type, the digestion 
rate remains the same. This was 
found to be true even if sickness 
Supervened, so that the question of 
whether it is true in normal or sick 
people is answered by saying that 
it makes no difference. 

There is a theory, I believe, that 
the carbohydrates call out an alka- 
line response. But even when car- 
bohydrates are given alone they 
are macerated in the acid medium 
of the stomach and are saturated 
with acid before they enter the 
small intestine. 

It is actual experimental observa- 
tion of this kind which allows mod- 
ern scientific medicine to get the 
truth concerning unproved specula- 
tions.

SPICED TOMATO SOUP. 


Open two. large cans of tomatoes. 
Add six outside stalks of celery, 
leaves and all, one large sliced on- 
ion, two small bay leaves, one dozen 
cloves, one-fourth teaspoon of black 
pepper, salt to taste and a bunch of 
parsley. Simmer slowly until vege- 
tables are tender, then pass all 
through a colander. Melt one large 
tablespoon of butter and one round- 
ed tablespoon of flour. Gradually 
pour on the hot soup and simmer 
for five or 10 minutes longer. Ifa 
clear, thin soup is desired, strain 
without rubbing the vegetables 
through the colander and omit the 
butter and flour. Serve with cru- 


tons. 


RUM PIE 
Two cups of milk. 
one-fourth teaspoon of nutmeg. 
Four eggs. 
Two-thirds cup of sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon of salt. 


One level tablespoon of gelatin. 

One-third cup of rum. 

One pound of milk chocolate. 

Heat the milk in a double boiler 
with the nutmeg. Separate the eggs 
and beat the yolks with the salt 
and sugar until light. Pour the 
heated milk over the egg mixture, 
return to the double boiler and 
cook to the consistency of thick 
cream. Remove fre . fire and add 
the gelatin which has been soaking 
in a little cold water. Stir until 
the gelatin is dissolved, then cool. 
Add the rum, reserving a teaspoon- 
ful. Fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites. Fill a large baked pie 
shell with the mixture and place 
in the refrigerator to become very 
cold. . 
Melt one pound of milk chocolate 
with one-third cup of water, stirri ¢ 
continuously until melted. Slightly 
cool, and add one-half cup of 
whipped cream, to which the tea- 


spoon of rum has been added. 

Cover the pie with one-third inch 

of sweetened whipped cream and 

over the top spread the chocolate. 

This makes a large pie and will 

serve 12 people.

MACAROONS. 


All macaroons call for egg whites. 
This recipe may be what you want 
as they are rather heavy as the 
whites are unbeaten. 

One-half pound of almond paste. 

Whites of three eggs. 

One-half scant pound of pow- 
dered sugar. 

Work together the almond paste 
and sugar on a smooth board. 
Gradually add the egg whites and 
work until perfectly smooth. Shape, 
using a pastry bag and tube onto 


a tin sheet, covered with brewn 
buttered paper, one inch apart or 
drop mixture from tip of spoon in 
small piles. Bake 15 to 20 minutes 
in a slow oven. After removing 
from oven invert paper, and wet 
with a cloth rung out of cold water, 
then the macaroons will slip off 
easily. If liked soft, they shouid 
be slightly baked. 


CREAM ROLLS. 


Sift together one pint of flour, one 
teaspoon of baking powder and one- 
half teaspoon of salt. Into this, 
with the finger tips, rub one-half 
cup of lard. Beat the white of one 
small egg, add to one-fourth cup of 
ice water and work into the other 
ingredient to make a stiff dough. 
Roll out thin. 

Cream one-half cup of butter, 
take one-fourth of this and spread 
over the dough. Dredge very lightly 
with flour, roll us for jelly roll, 
double under ends and roll out thin- 
ly again. Spread with another quar- 
ter of the butter and repeat the 
same process until all the butter is 
used. Place dough on a dish, cover 
with a cloth and let chill in refriger- 
ator. Make rolls by cutting strips 
an inch wide and 20 inches long.

Wind these strips around tin horns, 
moisten the overlapping edges and 
bake until done, about 15 minutes. 
Cool and remove from tins and fill 
with sweetened and flavored 
whipped cream.

Cut rabbits in pieces and place in 
a crock. Make a spiced vinegar cf 
equal parts of vinegar and water, 
adding one sliced onion, one bay 
leaf, a few whole black peppers, a 
few cloves and some celery seed, 
and cover the rabbits. Let stand 
four or five hours or longer, stir- 
ring frequently. Remove meat 
from liquor and dry, reserving the 
liquor. Dredge with flour and 
brown in bacon drippings. Strain 


the liquor and pour over the 
browned rabbit and let simmer for 
about an hour and a half. Stir in, 
just before serving, some sour 
cream.
